ing the young,, nieteorologist from 
what appeared, 4for a while to be 
almost certain death. 


Taking off from the base camp 


of the Watkins expedition near 
Angmagsalik, 
Ahrenberg 
flew 


northward to the ice cap where 
Courtauld went into voluntary 
exile and isolation to spend the 
winter testing air currents and 
velocity on behalf of the expe- 
dition, whose object was to de- 
termine the feasibility of a regu- 
lar air route across the Arctic 
circle. 


Flying as low as safety would 


permit, Ahrenberg reconnoitered 
over the 7,500 foot high ice cap 
and at a spot 124 miles inland he 
sighted Courtauld's hut. 


The Swedish airman then de- 


scended rapidly, and scrutinized 
the shack ahd'fhe surrounding ter- 
ritory carefully." The missing man, 
for whom airmen and explorers of 
three nations had beenr searching 
for ,weeks7^was r^aowb^rfi to be 
seen.

J After ascertaining that Court- 
auld bad not wandered away from 
his hut in search of food or aid 
and fallen victim to the rigors of 
the Arctic, Captain Ahrenberg re- 
luctantly turned back to Angmag- 
salik, prepared to report his fail- 
ure. 


FOUND IN PARXT 


He headed back over the route 


taken by the dog sled party under 
Watkins, for part of Ms task was 
to drop food and supplies to the 
rescuers. 


Ahrenberg sighted the sledge 


party a few miles from the site of 
Courtauld's hut He saw four men 
in the party, and knowing Wat- 
kins had left Angmagsalik with 
only two aides, the airman im- 
mediately realized his search was 
at an end. 


He flew low over the party, and 


by means of pre-arranged signals 
ascertained that Courtauld was 
among the- number, apparently in 
good enough health to 
trudge 


along behind the dog-sled. Ahren- 
berg dropped sufficient food sup- 
plies to enable the party to-reach 
Angmagsalik in safety, and then 
advised the base camp by radio of 
the. success of the Watkins -expe- 
dition. 


Ahrenberg is due back at the 


base camp some time today. TJn- 
der present conditions, it will take 
Courtauld a week to reach the 
camp, and there appeared to be 
some likelihood planes might be 
sent out to expedite the return. 
The point where Courtauld was 
seen by Ahrenberg indicated Wat- 
kins had reached and rescued the 
marooned scientist only a few 
hours before the flier had located 
the hut by air.

Mr. Goeller's story is first, fol- 


lowed by Mr. Crist's. 


"On the day in October that 


President McKinley was buried, I 
left St. Louis about 7 a. m., for 
Windsor, Mo. The train stopped 
at Portland, Mo., about 1:30 p. m., 
allowing passengers 20 minutes for 
dinner. I, one of the last to the 
table, and another gentleman were 
last to get'through. We hurried 
to pay the landlord, he stated the 
train would not start away until 
all the passengers were back on 
the train. On our way down to the 
depot we noticed the train going 
west but supposed it would back in 
on another track. 


"We asKed the railroad agent if 


the train was coming back, he said 
yes, tomorrow, about this time.' 
He informed us that a fast train 
was going west about midnight but 
only stopped at McKane, Mb., 
which was 10 miles farther west. 
There were no automobiles at that 
time so we concluded to walk the 
10 miles along the railroad track, 
which was very tiresome. We 
reached McKane after sundown, 
hungry, thirsty and tired. We ate 
a lunch then went to the depot to 
learn about the fast train. 


The agent said that the conduc- 


tor would have orders to take us 
on since the railroad company con- 
sidered their duty to see that all 
passengers were on the train. As 
I said before, I was very, very tired 
from the 10 miles walk so I asked 
permission of the railroad agent 
to lie on a bench in the depot for 
a rest. 'He agreed to awaken me 
in time for the fast train. 


"A^fter awhile he awakened me. 


He was standing by me with his 
lantern. I asked Mm if the' train 
was due, he said no but that you 
are snoring so loud I cannot hear 
my telegraph instruments. 


"About 4 a. m,, that night the 


train stopped at Windsor the town 
I started for. It was very dark. 
On my way up the street the town 
marshall stopped me. He asked 
me if I got off that fast train and 
whyr - He^ thought the -train had 
been stopped by bandits as the fast 
train did not stop '"there" once in' 


year. The marshal escorted me 


for broom-corn and was glad to 
keep us at his home over night 
as he wanted his customers to sell 
their crop to us. 
Indians were 


camped in tents within 50 feet of 
the house. The storekeeper 
in- 


formed us that he found the In- 
dians honest, that they would not 
even take an empty box without 
asking for it. 


"The food sometimes would be 


quite different here. Boiled cab- 
bage for breakfast, at noon pie 
with raw sweet potatoes, mixed 
with canned gooseberries. 


"In 1895 or about 36 years ago, 


while driving south near the Colo- 
rado line, I noticed two women 
dragging a sack along on the 
prairie and picking up something 
and putting it into the sack. I 
asked my driver what those women 
were doing. He said, 'picking up

in a house with one room only. It 
contained two beds, table, stove 
and few chairs. The wooden bed- 
steads were sided with boards from 
tick down to floor.

About 9 a. m., Mr. Bishop 
said whenever we were ready we 
can go to bed in the one on the 
corner.

"I took off collar and tie and 


loosened my shoes but as Mrs. Bi- 
shop was still in the room did not 
go any farther. Mr. Bishop, see- 
ing that I was backward told his 
wife that they better go outside 
and look after the chickens. While 
they were out the driver and my- 
self rushed into bed. The son 
slept on the floor. Mr. and Mrs. 
Bishop in the other bed. 


"At day break next morning the 


family was up and Mrs. Bishop was 
cooking breakfast near our bed.- 
The sun began shining brightly and 
looked like breakfast would soon 
be ready and we were still in bed. 
Mrs. Bishop was setting the table 
near our bed and I was too bash- 
ful to get out and dress before the 
woman. Finally she went out of 
the room and we rushed into our 
clothes happy once more. 


"A few nights later we asked to 


stay all night at Mr. Wood's in Ok- 
lahoma. They lived in a dugout, 
10 in the family. The room was 
divided by a calico curtain. TWO 
beds on one side just about two 
feet between them, Mr. and Mrs- 
Wood dressed for bed at the sarce 
time u-e did. I was so very tired 
and part of my bashfulness left me 
and I <hd not hesitate so much to 
get ready for bed at the same time 
Mr. and Mrs. Wood did. 


"Mr. Wood said 'I suppose this 


Ohio man is used to Oklohama 
fleas.' I said I was used to most 
anything by this time. I soon fell 
asleep and after a while felt things 
crawling and biting, causing me to 
scratch and scratch nearly all 
night. My body next day looked 
like measles. I walked out doors 
next morning, felt something on 
my neck and wrist, caught them, 
and they were bed bugs. 


1 learned that Mr. Wood had 


part of his children sleep in the 
grainery that night so we could 
have a bed. Next night we came 
to Foster's store. There were In- 
dians everywhere around there. We 
told the ntorekeepr w were looking 


chips,' as there are no trees any 
where out there I could not under- 
stand how they could find any 
chips. So I asked him what kind 
of chips they use for fuel instead 
of coal in the stove. Sure enough 
that evening, we stopped at a store 
keeper's house for meals and lodg- 
ing. I saw the lady of the house 
putting chips into the stove while 
cooking supper. 
They make a 


great heat. Owing to the climate 
the chips dry quickly and farmers 
in the fall will gather wagon loads 
of cow chips and store in stacks, 
six or eight feet high for their wlm 
ter fuel. Coal often sells at $10 
to ?15 per ton and the farmer has 
to drive 40 to 70 miles to the rail- 
road station to buy it. Cow chips 
were something new to me but old 
for the western people." 


It might be of interest to the 


people of Circleville to give at 
least a few of the names of firms 
and others who were in business 
in and near Circleville from 1861 
to 1871. 


J. P. and Edward Smith were 


in the broom corn business. They 
at first cultivated about 200 acres. 
The business grew untill they had 
as much as 1,100 
acres. 
They 


were known far and wide as the 
largest growers of broom corn in 
the United States. 


In the year 1864 they paid to 


the Government a tax of $42,000 
as the income from their business. 


During the harvest season they 


employed about ^00 men, women 
and children. 


W. E. Deleplane operated a grain 


^business at;fthe corner of Main 
and Canal streets begffining-/ in 
1861 and at that time had the 
largest grain business In our city. 


W. C. Schwarz established a 


blacksmith shop in the building at 
the corner of Franklin and Pick- 
away streets. Before this was 
used as a blacksmith shop it was 
used as a place of worship by a 
branch of Methodists who called 
themselves Mutual Rights Method- 
ist Episcopal church. 


In 1866 an addition was built 


where the blacksmith shop of Mr. 
Good is located. 


W. C. Schwarz and Son manu- 


factured plows turning out more 
than 200 plows for a number of 
years. 


The brick building on the south 


side of W. High-st which 
was 


built by Samuel H. Ruggles used 
as a Pork Packing plant.

pound, corn at 12 1-2 cents, fat 
hogs at 2 1-2 cents, chickens at 75 
cents per dozen, turkeys at 25 
cents each. Some made blue jeans 
at 50 cents yer yard and home- 
made linen at 30 cents. 


Wages were low. Good mechan- 


ics were paid from §1.00 to 51 25 
per day for 10 hours. Common la- 
bor from 50 to 65 cents per day. 


Farm hands at $8 per month, 


did not stop at 10 hours for a day's 
work.

From Gasoline Truck 


TOLEDO, O., May 8.—One man 


was killed and two others were 
seriously burned today when a New 
York 
Central passenger train 


crashed into a gasoline tank at the 
Richardson crossing, five miles 
west of here. 


The dead man is Melvm McCor- 


mick, 23, a truck driver for the 
Hickok Oil Refining Co., Toledo. 
He died while enroute to a Toledo 
hospital. 


The injured were Edward In- 


gold, engineer of the train, Toledo, 
and J. E. Mann, fireman on the 
train, also of Toledo. Both were 
removed to Toledo hospital where 
their condition was reported as 
critical. 


Both Mann and Ingold were suf- 


fering from severe burns about 
the head and body and early ex- 
amination* failed to reveal any 
broken bones. 


The two trainmen jumped from 


the locomotive cab when the train 
crashed into the truck after set- 
ting the brakes. Both were envel- 
oped in the flames froin the ignit- 
ed gasoline tank on the truck. 


McConnick, unable to free him-

truck was fatally burned before 
aid could reach him.

The new building, which will cost 


In the neighborhood of $3,000,000, will 
occupy approximately 58,000 square 
feet of ground bounded by Massachu- 
setts'Avenue. Norway. Falrnouth and 


Clearway Streets, Back Bay. Opera- 
tions are to be hastened in accord with. 
the public and private building pro- 
gram which. Mayor James M. Curley 
of Boston has been urging in conjunc- 
tion with President Hoover's recom- 
mendations for relief of unemploy- 
ment. 
The structure will have a varying 


height. The Massachusetts Avenue end 
of the building, .which will be used for 
offices, will be nine stories in height, 
while that part which is opposite The 
Mother Church edifice will be three 
and four stories in height and in scale 
with this edifice. 


The publishing building will be re- 


lated in architectural style to The 
Mother Church, and its design has 
been influenced by the fact that in the 
future it probably will become one of 
a group of buildings which will sur- 
round and form a fitting architectural 


setting for the Church. It will;,be an 
all-stone building of the Italian, Ren- 
aissance, type, the lower story to tx 
of granite and the.upper stories ol 
limestone. 
Special attention will be given to

Agriculture.

are usually much richer in vitamins 
than muscle meats, she says, and 
in addition provide an interesting 
variation in the diet.

ly about liver that the demand for 
cal£ liver has skyrocketed the price 
until "ft 'is now one of the most ex" 
pensive meats on the ^market," 
Doctor Stiebeling 
said.

arning and minerals and are sold 
anywhere from'.5 to. 25 cents' a 
pound, depending chiefly on loc- 
ality.... Hog liver is better known 
in the South and.is usually cheap- 
er than beef liver.

liyer must be well cooked, 
cent experiments with it at 
bureau demonstrated that it 
much more , palatable if scalded 
one-half to one minute before cook- 
ing. .With this procedure it com- 
pares favorably with beef and calf 
liver.

Served 
in a stew, kidney makes a very 
nourishing main dish for a meal 
and in an omelet it is one of the 
foods for which Paris is justly 
famous. 


Beef heart, owing to lack of de- 


mand, is';not sold everywhere,, but 
where it > can be bought it ranges 
'in price from 12 1-2 to 20 cents 
a pound. Calf hearts are more ex- 
pensive but are not so high as calf 
liver. 
Beef heart is good when 


stuffed with savory dressing and 
baked. Its flavor is excellent. 


Doctor 
Stiebeling emphasizes' 


that liver is often cooked too long 
and at too high a temperature. 
She suggests steaming or broling 
it for young children. Older chil- 
dren may have sandwiches filled 
with chopped cooked liver, mixed 
with celery or a little lemon juice 
and seasoned with salt.

gravy.: Serve surrounded by the 
gravy.
